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WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP)—

Questioning by Hickentooper. 

McMahon said he plans to leave 
the initial questioning of Lilienthal 
to Hickenlooper, the next ranking 
member. 

McMahon said Hickenlooper did 
not present any “bill of particu- 
lars” against Lilienthal to the 
committee today. But he did press 
his demand that he be permitted 
to confront the AEC head, who 
yesterday accused the Iowan of 
making “un - American” and 
“smear” charges. 

Hickenlooper retorted today that 
the charges he has made against 
Lilienthal’s “competency” are not 
to be “tried out by newspaper 
barrages and self-praise or self- 
serving declarations, but must be 
examined in an orderly way.” He 
said he saw no need for “his- 
trionics or theatircs.” 

Ing by Committee. 

The Senate-House Atomic En- 
ergy Committee, of which Hick- 
enlooper is former chairman, 
already has opened an inquiry into 
the charges. Hickenlooper and 
Lilienthal have called for a full 
public exploration of the facts. 

Meanwhile, Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, Senate Republican policy 
leader, disclosed that he has told 
Hickenlooper “that I will support 
his stand.” 

He said he voted against Lilien- 
thal’s confirmation as AEC head 
two years ago because “I didn't 
think he was the right man for 
the job, and I don’t think so now.”

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WASHINGTON, May 31 (UP)— 
The nation was confronted today 
with an economic paradox—tris- 
ing living costs in the face of a 
five-month economic downturn. 

While the Bureau of Labor sta- 
tistics reported that the cost of 


living index rose for the second 
consecutive month, government 
and industry reported that: 

1. Industrial production and 
department store sales are going 
down. 

2. Railroad carloadings are 8.7 
per cent below those of last 
year. 

3. Industrial employment 

400,000 lower than last year. 

4. One major steel producer 
cut operations 6 per cent be- 
cause of a lack of orders. 

5. Business and _ industrial 
loans have dropped continously 
for 18 weeks. 

Effect Not Fully Felt. 

To the average industrial work- 
er who has kept his job, the para- 
dox has had little effect, however. 
This is because his weekly earn- 
ings have about kept. pace with 
the cost-of-living boost. 

The most pessimistic economic 
development is in industrial pro- 
duction. The Federal Reserve 
Board’s index, which rose to 195 
per cent of the 1935-39 average 
last October and November, has 
fallen 10 points in the last two 
months. 

This index reflects manufactur- 
ing, mining, and scores of other 
industrial activities. Alone, it ac- 
counts for about one-fourth of all 
economic activity in the country. 

The Federal Reserve Board also 
predicted that the May level might 
be even lower because of a fur- 
ther decline in mineral output this 
month.

PRAGUE, May 31 (AP)—Gear- 
hart Eisler landed in Prague to- 
day, safely out of American reach, 
and gave Americans some free 


advice—to get rid of “that damned 
fool, Tom Clark.” 


Clark, Attorney General of the 
United States, tried hard to get 
Britain to extradite the Commu- 


nist leader as a fugitive. 

Eisler slipped secretly out of 
Britain in a Czech plane. He was 
afraid to let his planned departure 
be known, he told\reporters here, 
because of the risk of American 
“monkey business.” He is en route 
to the Soviet zone of Germany to 
become a professor at Leipzig 
University. 

Glad He’s Not in US. 


“I am glad to be in Czechoslo- 
vakia and not in the United 
States,” the Communist told re- 
porters as he left the Czech air- 
lines plane. 

There was no official delegation 
on hand to greet Eisler. Two se- 
curity police plain clothesmen took 
him to a special room, where he 
was not obliged to comply with 
ordinary customs regulations. 

Eisler, facing two jail sentences 
in the United States, fled from 
New York aboard the Polish liner 
Batory and was hauled off at 
Southampton. Later, however, a 
British court -refused a United 
States request to extradite the 
man whom a Congressional com- 
mittee called the top Communist 
agent in America. 

No Labels on Baggage. 

This morning, the 52-year-old 
German-born Communist arrived 
at Northolt airport, in London, 
just a few minutes before the 
Czech plane was to take off for 
Prague. His name was not on the 
passenger list and his baggage 
bore no labels. 

Eisler had been given a travel 
permit by the British Government 
after his release by the British 
court. 

Tonight, Eisler had been sched- 
uled to speak in London at a rally 
called by the National Council for 
Civil Liberties. He had been sched- 
uled to make a “Thanks, People 
of Britain” address. 

Eisler told a newspaper man 
here he was happy with the treat- 
ment given him by the British. 

He expressed bitterness over 
the detention of his wife by United 
States authorities. 

“It is just like the Nazis, who 
seized parents and children of 
persons they disliked, as hostages,” 
Eisler said. 

(In Washington, the Supreme 
refused LEisler’s lawyers 
extra time to file an appeal from 
his conviction on passport fraud 
charges. The court took no action, 
however, on a Justice Department 


Congress. WTisler’s attorneys have 
in the passport fraud case.) 


Blind Man Dives in Water to Save

Before today’s meeting, the 
three western ministers and their 
top advisers held an unscheduled 
meeting to consider how to meet 
Russia’s rejection of their plans 
for a political union of east and 
west Germany. Presumably, they 
wanted to decide well in advance 
what to do if the four-power talks 
collapse.

Seek Limited Objective. 

The United States, Britain and 
France were reported still trying 
to offer a limited objective, such 
as economic unity for Germany, 
which Russia might find accept- 
able.

The western ministers remained 
in session until shortly after noon,

—A Negro who had been jailed 
after a roadhouse disturbance 
was found beaten and shot to 


death in a country road here yes-|ness democratically, and a provi- 


terday morning. 

Sheriff George W. Hatcher said 
he was not aware that the Negro 
was missing from the jail until 
the finding of the body was re- 
ported to him. A fellow-prisoner 
said the Negro, Caleb Hill, 28 
years old, had been taken from 
the jail by two white men. 

Sheriff Hatcher said there were 
no definite clues as to the motive 
or the identity of the participants 
in the killing. 

The sheriff said Hill had “the 
worst reputation I'd ever heard 
of” and that he had arrested the 
Negro several times before. 

(In Tuskegee, Ala., the director 
of the institute’s division of rec- 
ords and reports said that on the 
basis of reports so«far, Hill’s 
death would be called a lynching. 

(Mrs. J. P. Guzman, the Tuske- 
gee official, said it would be Geor- 
gia’s first lynching of 1949. The 
last two lynchings recorded by 
the institute also occurred in 
Georgia, she said.) 

Tussle With Sheriff. 

The Sheriff said he thinks there 
were more than two men involved 
in Hill’s death, because “I don’t 
think two men would try to han- 
dle something like this by them- 
selves.” 

Hill was arrested by the Sheriff 
at a Negro roadhouse near this 
small Georgia town about mid- 
night Sunday. While he was mak- 
ing the arrest, Hatcher said, Hill 
seized the Sheriff’s pistol and shot 
at him. Hatcher subdued Hill, 
took him to jail and returned to 
look for his pistol which was lost 
in the scuffle. 

The jail is on the second floor 
of the Sheriff's home. He said 
he ljeft the house unlocked when 
he went for his pistol because 
he didn’t want to disturb his wife 
when he returned. 

Hatcher left his jail cell keys 
on the table in the dining room 
of his home. His wife and daugb- 
ter were asleep in downstairs 
rooms.

DETROIT, May 31 (AP) — The 
Ford Motor Company's 106,000 
Production workers began return- 
ing to work today as a result of 
the agreement ending the strike 


Only a limited number of men 
returned to Ford’s key Rouge 
Plant. Rouge must get into full 
swing of parts manufacture before 
others among Ford’s 49 plants in 
the nation can get back to normal. 

At a conservative estimate the 
strike cost workers and the com- 
pany a total of $77,000,000 in lost 
Wages and production. 

Meantime it was announced 
that Ford and the CIO United 
Auto Workers would open talks 
on a new contract Th . : 

Contract negotiations been 
slated to start May 15 but Ford 
refused to enter them while the 
strike continued. In the new con- 
tract to start July 15 the union is 
asking a $100-a-month pension 
plan, health and accident insur- 
ance and some form of wage in- 
crease. 

Strike Ends on 24th Day. 

The strike, in which there was 
no Wage issue, ended in its twenty- 
fourth day early Sunday when 
company and union negotiators 
drew up a plan for naming an 
arbitrator in the assembly line 
Speed-up issue. 

The arbitrator will decide wheth- 
er Ford has the contractual right 
to work employes temporarily 
beyond ;et standards p.ovided 
their over-all rate doesn’t exceed 
an eight-hour day’s standards. 

If company and union commit- 
tees can’t agree on an arbitrator 
within three days, each will select 
one member to a three-man board. 
The two members are to select the 
third member. If a third member 
isn’t chosen within a “reasonable” 
time, that post will go automati- 
cally to Dr. Harry Shulman, um- 
pire in the Ford-UAW contract. 

To pick the arbitrator or one 
member of the three-man arbitra- 
tion board Ford named M. M. 
Cummins, labor relations mana- 
ger, and Industrial Engineers W. 
W. Aulepp and R. B. King. The 
UAW appointed National Ford 
Director Ken Bannon, President 
Thomas Thompson of Local 600, 
and Jack Conway, assistant to 
UAW President Walter Reuther. 

The three-man board will de- 
liver a “final and binding” verdict. 

Ford, in the strike settlement 
terms, agreed to reinstate 35 dis- 
charged or suspended employes. 
All were charged with instigating 
or leading wildcat strikes before 
the UAW’s formal walkout. 

The settlement was ratified by 
UAW locals of the Rouge and Lin- 
coln plants. The strike of 65,000 
at these plants made 41,000 others 
idle. 

Week’s Output for Industry. 

The automobile industry's out- 
put held up fairly well last week 
despite the idleness of Ford 
assembly lines. 

‘Total production was estimated 
at 106,875 cars and trucks. To 
provide a long weekend with the 
Memorial day holiday few plants 
worked overtime last Saturday. 
That accounted for the decline 
from the preceding week’s 109,815 
unit output.

A South American anaconda, one 
of the world’s largest snakes, is 
cue at the St. Louis Zoo tomor- 
row, the gift of Denver M. Wright, 
St. Louis big game hunter, who 
returned Sunday from a month’s 
hunting trip in the wilds of Bra- 
zil 


‘Four of Wright’s native hunters 
grabbed the anaconda, a i4foot 
specimen, and the snake arrived 
in New York by air today. It will 
be flown here tomorrow and will 
be the only anaconda in the rep- 
tile house. George P. Vierheller, 
Zoo director, said there formerly 
were several anacondas in the 
reptile collection, but there are 
none now. The anaconda, a mem- 
ber of the python family, attains 
a length of 25 feet at maturity. 

Wright, who brought back the 
46-inch horns of a huge water 
buffalo he shot near the mouth 
of the Amazon river, described his 
trip as “the best I éver had.” He 


failed to bag a black jaguar, a 
prize he said he especially wanted 
when he flew south last month, 
but he was philosophical about the 
failure. “Black jaguars are rare, 
and you have to be mighty lucky 
to find one,” he observed. 

Among the trophies of the trip, 
in addition to the anaconda and 
the horns of the water buffalo, 
is the head of a second buffalo, 
the hide of an ordinary jaguar, 
the skin of a second anaconda 
and 3000 feet of movie film. The 
film includes scenes of a stampede 
of a herd of water buffalo. 

Wright had a narrow escape 
when the large water buffalo he 
shot charged and was dropped by 
a second shot only a few feet from 
the canoe from which Wright was 
shooting. Wright, a leather spe- 
cialty manufacturer, has made a 
number of big game hunting trips. 
He lives at No. 1 Lindworth lane, 
Ladue,

The Americans killed were T. J. 
H. O’Connor, Pasadena, Calif., chief 
engineer of the Twentieth Century 
mine in the Patino group, and 
Albert Krefting, Seattle, Wash., a 
graduate of the Minnesota Uni- 
versity School of Mines. They 
were among 15 management of- 
ficials, including seven American 
engineers, seized as hostages at 
the Twentieth Century mine. 

The bodies of the Americans 
were found when Bolivian troops 


reached the mine and freed the MNR 


hostages. Two Bolivian officials 
also were killed. 
More Mines Closed. 

Today, two more ‘mines and @ 
railroad were reported closed in 
the strife-torn Catavi area, high 
in the Andes, where the killings 
occurred. The tin industry is the 
main support of Bolivia's economy. 

Acting President Mamerto Ur- 
riolagoitia, who had said earlier 
the strike was aimed at overthrow 
of the government, announced the 
imposition of a state of siege.

The lower court held that em- 
ployers are liable only when there 
is accidental injury accompanied 
by “force and violence.” It had 
ruled that its definition excludes 
silicosis, which results from in- 
haling - silica dust over a long 
period of time. 

Unanimous on Principle. 

The Supreme Court was unani- 
mous on the general principle that 
the Employers’ Liability Act al- 
lows recovery for occupational 
disease. But it split, five to four, 
on whether the employé in this 
'Case could collect for silicosis. 

Justice Wiley B. Rutledge wrote 
the majority opinion. He and 
Chief Justice Fred M. Vinson and 
Justices Hugo L. Black, William 
O. Douglas and Frank Murphy 
held that silicosis is an injury for 
which the employer can be held 
liable under the Boiler Inspection 
Act. 

Justices Felix Frankfurter, Rob- 
ert H. Jackson; Stanley F. Reed 
and Harold H. Burton disagreed.

Parade of Quick and Dead. 

“If I had the powers of a Mer- 
lin (the magician),” Lewis went 
on, “I would march those 1,259,081 
men past the Congress of the 
United States—the quick and the 
dead. I would have the ambula- 
atte injured dragging the dead 
after them so the Congress might 
'see. I would have the men whose 
eyes were shot out and who were 
disemboweled crawl by over the 
cobble stones. 

“As that mighty concourse of 
‘death and agony and travail 
| passed by I would have it flanked 
by five weeping members of each 
miner’s family—six and a quarter 
million weeping and wailing— 
until the Congress would blind its 
eyes and stop its ears atthe 
sight.” 

Lewis, who had been lounging 
in the witness chair while giving 
this testimony before a Senate 
subcommittee, suddenly sat up- 
right and slapped his palm on the 
table. 

“Yet that is the normal proces- 
sion in America,” he roared. “But 
some of us don’t see it, and some 
of us don’t care.” 

No Questions by Senators. 

The mine workers’ chief, dressed 
in a gray suit, arrived 10 minutes 
early for the hearing, scheduled 
to be the last of a series on the 
bill introduced by Senator Neely 

(Dem.),. West Virginia, to put 
teeth into the present federal coal 
mines inspection law. He spoke 
for 58 minutes and when he had 
finished Neely, who is subcom- 
mittee chairman, and Senator 
Thomas (Dem.), Utah, a member, 
said they had no questions. 

Before today, the hearings, 
which started May 18, have been 
held in small meeting rooms in 
the Capitol. To accommodate the 
crowd that always gathers when 
Lewis appears, they were moved 
for today’s sessions to the Senate 
caucus room where motion pic- 
ture cameras .and floodlights can 
be set up. 

Lewis first intoned a history of 
action on coal mine safet¥ since 
the Centralia (Ill.) explosion of 
March 25, 1947, which killed 111 
men. He recalled he had testified 
previously that “immediate and 
affirmative action by the Congress 
is imperative,” and he cited the 
failure of state agencies and oper- 
ators generally to co-operate with 
federal inspectors during the trial 
period set by Congress. 

Record of Inspections. 

He quoted Bureau of Mines fig- 
ures to show that in the one-year 
period Federal inspectors found 
27,313 hazards on first inspection 
of a group of mines, and that on 
second inspection 34 per cent of 
ithe hazards were found to have 
been eliminated, 15 per cent partly 
eJiminated and no action taken in 
51 per cent. The states of Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Georgia, Iowa, 
North Dakota, Pennsylvania and 
Wyoming submitted no reports to 
the government. 

“There is only one conclusion to 
be drawn,” Lewis said. “It is a 
resounding answer. The owners, 
operators and state agencies have 
not and never have had the in- 
tention of complying with safety 
regulations. What are you going 
to do about the maiming and kill- 
ing of coal miners? 
| “You have this bill. It is no 
| cure-all, nor will it eliminate all 
accidents, but if Federal inspec- 
tors had had the power to close 
| unsafe mines in this period, who 
can say how many lives might 
| have been saved.” 
| Lewis repeated several times his 
| reference to the 1,259,081 men 

, mangled and killed” in 
| 19-years ended last Dec. 31. The 
| figure creates a somewhat false | 
| impression, as many of the in- | 
| Juries were minor. An injury is 
| reported if a miner loses one day’s 
work or more. 

“Statistically, every man in — 
industry was injured or 


three times in 19 years,” Lewis 
rumbled. “What a record of hor- 
ror!” 

‘Agents Infest These Halls.’ 


“How long must this goon? Why 
do we have laws that prohibit the 
killing of citizens which do not ap- 
ply to mine workers? Is not a 
mine worker a citizen? ‘Thou shalt 
not kill’—should not not run in the 
underground passages of this 
country? 

“In 19 years how many men 
who took profits were killed? Is 
any of their blood on the coal pro- 
duced? Yet their agents infest 
these halls, they came before Con- 
gress and ask you not to do any- 
thing to protect these men—the 
coal operators. The National Coal 
Association, the American Mining | 
Congress.” 

Lewis’s testimon: added drama 
to the hearings, but little else, as 
previous witnesses had made an 
adequate record for and against | 
the legislation. He said he would 
like to see Congress not only pass 
the Neely bill but provide funds 
for an “adequate” number of fed- 
eral inspectors.

{Is ‘Grimmer’ Since Reds’ Advent 


Americans Are Now Less Welcome — 
Stores Are Well-Filled but Prices Are 
High—Country Is ‘About the Unhap- 
piest’ in the World.

ARSAW, Poland. 


T IS difficult to fix a beginning for a journey to Warsaw, but I 
Suppose it starts when the Polish Military mission in Berlin puts 
a stamp in your passport, and the Russians cross out the per- 


mission to travel by car. Your jeep pokes its nose wearily into half 
a dozen streets connecting the western with the eastern sectors of the 
onetime German capital before you find a passage you Can use. 


It is early evening. You drive 
through miles of some of the 
worst ruins of the city. At Schles- 
sischer Bahnhof, the ticket win- 
dows have been freshly painted. 
Signs are all in Russian. This is 
Berlin’s exit to the east. 

The Polish train is waiting 
beside Platform Two of the gaunt, 
unglazed skeleton which is the 
station itself. There is a scram- 
ble for places in the second and 
third-class ‘coaches — a mixed 
crowd of weary Russian soldiers 
and German civilians. In the 
third-class sleeper that goes 
through to Warsaw there are only 
half a dozen persons. 

The porter, a Polish train work- 
er, smiles patronizingly. “There 
is only one class now in Poland,” 
he says—“Third class.” 

Nothing to Eat. 

You settle as comfortably as you 
can in the tiny compartment with 
its three wooden berths on one 
side and luggage rack on the 
other. Warsaw is twelve hours 
away. There will be nothing to 
eat except what you may have 
brought. You can buy mineral 
water and dark, sweet Polish beer 
on the train, but nothing else. 

A German conductor appears. 
You buy a ticket as far as Frank- 
furt-an-der-Oder, an hour and ,a 
half away, in Soviet-occupied Ger- 
many. At the border you pay for 
the rest of the trip in Polish 
zlotys. 

At Frankfurt a Russian non- 
com boards the car. Your pass- 
port is whisked away. You wait 
interminably, and watch. other 
Russians coming and going in the 
murky light of the station. Your 
pass is returned. Its only change 
is a small, blue-inked stamp. 

You inch across the pile bridge 
over the Oder. Twelve miles far- 
ther along, at Rzepien, you go 
through the whole business again, 
but this time with Polish guards 
and customs officials. 

A Vague Blur. 

The rest of the night is a vague 
blur, compounded of drafts, of 
aching muscles, of surging noise 
as the fair crowds come aboard 
at Poznan. It is 3 am. but the 
Soviet pavilion still is brilliantly 

ted, its multiple flags 
whipping in the cold wind. 

In Warsaw it is crisp and clear. 
It is still early, but as your horse- 
drawn cab, or Dorozka, clatters 
through streets filled with the 
same ant-like activity and pur- 
poseful movement you have noticed 
on previous visits. More than 
anything else, it is the trade-mark 
of modern Poland. 

Your troubles have only begun, 
however. The cabbie wants five 
times what the trip is worth. You 
settle for an inflated three, feeling 
you have actually saved money. 

At the rebuilt Bristol Hotel, near 
Victory square, there is a babel 
of Polish, Swedish, Russian, 
French, and English. “Yes,” says 
the clerk, “We have a room for 
you, but you will have to be out 
at 8 o'clock tomorrow morning. 

Nothing would change his mind, 
and nothing did. A Russian 
theatrical group had booked every 
available room. 

Finally Get Room. 

It is late that day and several 
pensions farther on before you 
finally get the use of an absent 
friend’s room in the only other 
hotel, the Polonia. It requires a 
letter, and a stamp from the 
U. S. Embassy to. pry the key 
from the porter. 

There have been subtle changes 
in the year since your last visit. 


The activity and bustle remains, 
but Warsaw is a grimmer place. 
Americans are less welcome than 
they were. Basic feelings probably 
haven't altered, but too many 
things can happen these days to 
Poles who are friendly with for- 
eigners. 

The surface gaiety is missing. 
The barn-like, but excellent Euro- 
pejski Restaurant is closed. It 
will be reopened as a Polish offi- 
cers’ club. The curiously named 
Kongo, once patronized heavily 
by Poles and foreigners alike, has 
become an innocuous tea shop. It 
is Whispered widely that its one- 
time owner is in jail. 

The little men who once clus- 
tered about the Polonia’s door, 
offering fabulous sums for dollars, 
took off one morning and haven't 
been seen since. There is still a 
black market in money, but it is 
too much trouble to find. 


Stores Well-filled. 


Stores are well-filled, but prices 
are far beyond most ordinary cus- 
tomers. There are angry mmutter- 
ings, particularly, about shortages 
of meat and fats in a meat-pro- 
ducing country. 

all the countries of the 
modern world, Poland is about the 
unhappiest. It is inextricably bound 
with the Soviet Union by the hard 
facts of geography and by formal 
treaty, yet, for most of Poland's 
history, the Russians have been 
greedy and unpleasant neighbors, 
often open enemies. Poland’s heart 
and its yearnings and centuries 
of cultural history incline it to- 
ward the West, yet the West has 
turned its coldest shoulder toward 
postwar Poland. 


Most important of all, in the 
Polish view, the West has refused 
to guarantee or even to recognize 
the country’s western boundaries. 
Poland knows that any alterations 
that may be made will be for the 
benefit and strengthening of Ger- 
many, yet it is less than 10 years 
since Germany not only destroyed 
Poland as a geographical entity 
but undertook the incredible and 
ghastly task of killing off all its 
people. 

France Cannot Help. 

France is Poland’s traditional 
ally in Europe, but France after 
the devastation and bloodletting 
of two world wars is in no posi- 
tion to help. Its own security can 
only be preserved in the closest 
co-operation with the other West- 
ern powers, which means, again, 
the reconstruction of Germany: 

Nor can Poland find any answer 
in the divided, weakened and arti- 
ficial Germany which is likely to 
result if the foreign ministers fail 
to reach ‘genuine agreement. A 
divided Germany means continued 
Soviet occupation of eastern Ger- 
many.

Of 
the document adopted by the Con- 
gress, he said, “I do not know 
why this constitution could not be 
the basis for an understanding 


with the west.” 

‘He admitted the eastern consti- 
tution, drafted by Communists 
and Russian advisers, lacked some 
guarantees of freedom. 

“But we need a democracy able 
to deal with its enemies,” he 
added. “Public opinion will be 
free but not so free as under the 
Weimar republic which granted 


unrestrained freedom to criminal 
political elements (Nazis).” 

The people’s congress was 
chosen in a single-slate election 
two weeks ago in which about 
onethird of the east Germans 
voted “no.” About one-fourth of 
the delegates had been named by 
Communist oups in western 
Germany, so the congress could 
purport to represent all Germany. 
The eastern constitution per- 
petuates the socialization of in- 


Soviet zone since the war. It has 
loosely worded pravisions for 
freedom of speech and assembly 
and prohibits “censorship” but 
does not mention freedom of the 
press specifically.

In spite of its liberal platform the 
Post-Dispatch has not seen fit to in- 
clude any other comic strip that would 
offset the evil effects of “Sunflower 
Street,” since the two Toms who are 
responsible for the strip are apparently 
capable of seeing only one side—the 
worst.

Noting that two years had passed, Judge 
Southern reviewed the facts for the members of 
the grand jury. He said: “Thieves or burglars 
entered the very office of the Election Board 
whose members are sworn to provide the public 
with honest elections, and stole from the safe 
ballots which were impounded by the court and 
necessary to the grand jury in determining 


whether or not election frauds had been com- 


mitted.” 
The Judge referred also to the theft, June 


18, 1947, of $14,600 in trust funds held in the 


civil office of the Sheriff. Then he made this 


, Startling statement: 

No effort has been made by law enforce- 
ment agencies to procure the arrest and con- 
viction of the perpetrators of these atrocious 
crimes against society. 

It is hard to believe that Judge Southern 
meant just what he said. Every citizen has had 
a right to believe that at least some effort has 
been made to track down those who blew the 
safe and stole the evidence. Surely citizens 
have not been hoping vainly that the FBI was 
thoroughly investigating the case. 

The ballot theft crime takes on new signifi- 
cance now that Judge Southern has made this 
remarkable statement about it. If no one has 
been hard at work trying to find out who made 
off with the evidence in the 1946 Axtell-Slaugh- 
ter primary fraud, let no more time pass until 
a determined, relentless investigation does be- 
gin. This crime is one which demands solution. 

President Truman entered personally into the 
primary race out of which these frauds came. 
He was by coincidence in Jackson county at the 
time the safe was blown. He has never shown 
the interest, to say nothing of the zeal, which 
should have marked the conduct of the chief 
executive of the nation in a case involving the 
very basis of free democracy—the integrity of 


. the ballot. 


The FBI should be working on this crime 
with dozens of investigators if necessary. Direc- 
tor J. Edgar Hoover’s broad net of crime de- 
tectors should be turned loose to clean up this 
crime just as they would clean up any other 
crime. The White House and the Department 
of Justice should give the order to follow through 
to arrest and trial.

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Ramelies Should Be Protected 


Unemployment compensation must be guarded 
by reasonable restrictions if it is not to turn 
from a benefit into a racket. Most of those em- 
ployers who onte fought against pay for the job- 
less have come to appreciate its importance both 
as fundamental humanitarianism and as a mod- 
est cushion for downturns of the economic cycle. 

But employers have a right to protest against 
abuses of the system as they have been doing in 
Jefferson City. There now are—and there 
should continue to be—restrictions which will 
prevent, for example, a man quitting his job to 
loaf “on relief” for a while. Many Missourians 
still remember with indignation those baseball 
players who, a few years ago, were found to be 
collecting unemployment money in the off- 
season. The compensation fund is meant to help 
those in need. It is not meant to supply pin 
money ‘to those who are quite able to take care 
of themselves. 

Some of the restrictions adopted last year may 
need modification. It is questionable, for exam- 
ple, whether payments should be denied to an 
employe who has been discharged for cause. 
That might be used by a vindictive employer to 
prevent an individual from obtaining help when 
overtaken by economic disaster. It is also ques- 
tionable whether an individual should be forced 
to accept the very first job offered to him, under 
penalty of stopping his compensation. He prob- 
ably ought to have a reasonable time in which to 
find a place in which he can make use of his 
maximum earning power. But anybody who per- 
sistently refuses employment certainly should 
forfeit his right to any and all state aid. 

Humane considerations must be given due 
weight by the legislators. Still, they must keep 
in mind that the quickest way to undermine wel- 
fare legislation is to open it to abuses. 
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The Admirals are pretty darn angry about 
this Air Force competition.

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To Beat the Real Estate Stallers 


Where zoning is concerned, the new Board of 
Aldermen will not have the excuse used by the 
old board to stall the City Plan Commission’s 
ordinance to death. The commission has decided 
to have the measure reintroduced before the Al- 
dermen recess for the summer. It hardly ex- 
pects action before that time, but it is deter- 
mined that the new board shall have every op- 
portunity to study the proposal in time for pas- 
sage in the fall. 

A new zoning plan is badly needed to replace 
the outmoded one adopted in 1926, but that 
hardly means that one will be adopted prompt- 
ly. The way in which two previous efforts were 
stalled off for the benefit of speculative real 
estate interests stands as a warning. The Plan 
Commission worked long and hard on its meas- 
ure. It invited and obtained the continuing par- 
ticipation of public representatives in its work. 
It held hearings. Then the Aldermen held hear- 
ings. And yet the proposed ordinance died in 
committee. An earnest fight will have to be 
made to prevent a repetition of this story.

Exhibit A in Planning Backward 

An excellent example of why the Pick-Sloan 
“plan” for the Missouri Valley is said to have 
been planned backward is supplied by the De- 
partment of Agriculture’s newly announced plans 
for this valley. 

Although 119 dams and reservoirs have been 
authorized by Congress in furtherance of the 
Pick-Sloan “plan,” at a cost of nearly two bil- 
lion dollars, and although siltation will be a 
major problem, -nothing has been done about 
siltation until after the dams and reservoirs were 
designed and many of them are being built.

Thousands of acres of land have been added 


to the reservoirs just to take care of silt. They 
don’t serve any useful purpose. They are needed 
for farming or pasture or woodlands or other 
uses, but they are sacrificed because the Army 
Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau took a 
defeatist attitude about siltation, These ‘“plan- 
ners” didn’t try to stop the soil from washing 
away—they accepted as a fact that it would 
wash away, and “planned” to give it an expen- 
sive place to go. 

The first step should have been to see how 
much siltation would be stopped. if everything 
that could be done was done. The next step 
should have been to design the reservoirs to 
hold only as much silt as couldn’t be stopped. 
Instead, the Army Engineers and the Reclama- 
tion Bureau have taken the second step before 
taking the first and indeed without any prospect 
of ever taking it. 

Can the Department of Agriculture now make 
up for the lack? Partly, but not wholly. Dams are 
already being built to certain heights, reservoir 
areas are already being bought and cleared, and 
these acts foreclose some of the possibilities for 
sensible planning. The longer the Pick-Sloaners 
are allowed to go ahead with the second step 
before the first has been taken, the more pos- 
sibilities will be foreclosed. They may even 
come to the ultimate absurdity of having bought 
extra reservoir land to take care of siltation 
that needn’t have occurred, only to find that 
because the Department of Agriculture had re- 
tarded siltation meanwhile the extra reservoir 
land wasn’t needed either. : 

Isn’t it time to stop this chaotic approach to 
the valley’s problems and begin at the beginning? 
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New Scents for Coal 

A coal man says research is under way which 
may make it possible to give coal the scent of 
violets, tube rose, etc. Hf it’s done at all, we 
hope it won’t be in those odors.

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Banning of the Nation 


More persevering than wise, New York's school 
authorities have reaffirmed their ban against 
The Nation in the city’s high schools. This goes 
back to a series of articles on the Roman Cath- 
olic Church by Paul Blanshard which were pub- 
lished in the magazine. No doubt, many mem- 
bers of that church disagreed sharply with Mr. 
Blanshard’s points. The question, however, is 
not whether the writer was right or wrong in 
his opinions, but whether a publication may be 
punished by an edict of suppression against all 
its future issues. 

The New York authorities disclaim any inten- 
tion of punishing The Nation. They say that they 
are merely exercising their right to select the 
reading material which is to go into high school 
libraries. This explanation, however, is too naive 
to be accepted, especially in the case of a maga- 
zine with as long and as distinguished a record as 
The Nation’s. It amounts, in effect, to a suppres- 
sion of the right of free publication—at least to 
the extent that the New York Board of Educa- 
tion can enforce it. 

A number of prominent Catholics, including 
President George N. Schuster of Hunter College, 
take this view of the matter and have joined a 
citizens’ committee which is protesting the ban. 
If a policy of suppressing all publications which 
may carry an occasional article critical of one 
group or another is followed, the New York high 
school magazine racks soon will be empty. The 
answer to challengeable or critical articles is 
nof suppression, but free access to a wide varie- 
ty of journals of opinion. In that way, truth 
has an opportunity to emerge from the forum of 


debate. 
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“Fair Trade” and Public Interest 

After the Florida Supreme Court declared 
that state’s “fair trade” law unconstitutional, 
the Legislature promptly re-enacted it, adding 
only a declaration that it is necessary in the 
public interest. 

So it is duly pronounced that it is against the 
interest of merchants to compete with one an- 
other and in their interest to form a state-wide 
cartel of uniform prices. So it is in the’inter- 
est of the efficient, progressive, well-managed 
store to be prohibited from advancing itself by 
offering better bargains than the inefficient and 
unprogressive store. 

By solemn legislative fiat, it is in the interest 
of consumers to make people with thin purses 
who pay cash and wait on themselves pay the 
same ‘prices as people who deal with de luxe es-

For many years the Post-Dispatch has 
been the protector of our citizens. It was 
the St. Louis paper under O. K. Bovard 
that exposed the actual connections be- 
tween Chicago politics and the underworld. 
It was the St. Louis paper-that exposed the 
scandal behind the Centralia mine disaster. 
It was the St. Louis paper that found for 
us the key to the Peoria county mess and 
exposed the corrup- : 
tion there. And it 
was the St. Louis pa- 
per which has just 
had a share in expos- 
ing the editors. and 
publishers who were 
on the payroll of 
Gov. Green’s political 
machine.

Leo A, Lerner 
things is why Chicago, a city four times 
as big as St. Louis, doesn’t have a sin- 
gle absolutely fearless, objective crusad- 
ing daily newspaper like the Post-Dispatch. 


Some Bright Spots 


It was the Post-Dispatch which first 
turned up the Teapot Dome scandal in the 
Harding era, giving the Republican party 
a black eye from which it has not. recov- 
ered to this day. Paul Y. Anderson and 
O. K. Bovard traced the oil graft from the 
reading of & United States budget, an item 
which was certainly available to all news- 
papers on equal terms. 

Chicago papers have done some pretty 
good things in their day. Outstanding in 
this generation was the work of the Chi- 
cago Daily News under Frank Knox in 
the exposure of the corrupt school] system 
under McCahey and Johnson. 

The News under Knight discovered the 
fake Republican election petitions, and had 
a hand (with the St. Louis Post-Dispatch) 
in the exposure of those disrespectful pros- 
titutes, the editors who sold themselves for 
a mess of Green pottage. The Sun-Times 
has been consistently liberal and turned 
out such a novel spectacle as the winning 
of freedom for Joe Majczek. 


But al] good friends and all good inten- 
tions notwithstanding, it has to be admit- 
ted that ‘Chicago journalism is far from 
adequate, either as protection or informa- 
tion. 


Lesser Cities Fare Better 


The Chicago papers are not only apa- 
thetic when it comes to consistent and 
zealous defense of the public interest, but 
they simply do not publish a decent quality 
or quantity of the news. This is in spite of 
the fact that the personnel of Chicago 
dailies is considered the most competent in 
America. 

Milwaukee, a city of 500,000, one-eighth 
the size of Chicago, has far better news 


coverage than is offered by any Chicago 


newspaper. The enterprise of the average 
citizen, whether it’s a card party or busi- 


ness men’s luncheon, gets a much better 


play in the Milwaukee Journal than in 
any Chicago daily. And the Milwaukee 


Journal is no “rube” newspaper. It has a 


in some cases surpasses, the New York 
Times or the Louisville Courier-Journal.

One of the most refreshing experiences a 
Chicagoan can have is to take a tip to one 
of our nearby “hick” towns, St. Louis, 
Milwaukee, or Minneapolis, and sit around 
a couple of days reading the newspapers. 
He will find that the. news is not emascu- 
lated, slanted to fit the publisher’s opinion, 
or treated as though the readers were a 
bunch of morons. 

It is a thrill to go to any one of these 
three cities, little cities compared to Chi- 
cago, and find that there are editors who 
give the readers credit for having ordi- 
nary intelligence. 

The other night there was an important 
event in Chicago. Supreme Court Justice 
William O. Douglas, who is spoken of as a 
possible candidate for President of the 
United States, spoke at the Roosevelt Col- 
lege day dinner on “Democracy in Educa- 
tion.” 


Formula for Rationing News 


In any one of half-a-dozen American 
cities his speech would have been prin 
ed in full. But in Chicago the te 
age was “political”—that is, the story was 
given just enough to make the college 
people happy, but not enough to provide 
adequate coverage from a journalistic 
standpoint. 

If the same event had taken place in 
New York or Milwaukee, the public would 
have had a much more complete account. 
Surely Chicago is big enough and rich 
enough to afford at least one newspaper 
which can providé thorough coverage of 
the news. 

The Americans for Democratic Action 
held a convention in Chicago recently. A 
previous convention in Philadelphia was 
covered so completely that the very at- 
tendance of the horde of reporters and 
photographers was a challenge to the pro, 
gram. But the Chicago papers treated the 
event indifferently, or, I should say, 
typically. 


Odd Standard of Values

pointed to thé existence of “more argu- 
ments to prove that James Branch Cabell 
is a legend than to prove that he is a 
fact.” Mr. Cabell himself has never made 
any attempts at personal mystery, his main 
desire, he has said, having been “to write 
perfectly of beautiful happenings.” To be 
sure, he created legendary places (Poictes- 
me, Rorn, Ecben): a most exquisite world 
full of gallant and glowing romance, mag- 
nificent adventure, beautiful speeches, and 
not a little super-refined ribaldry. Over 
it all played his urbane language, the pre- 
cise instrument of a pawky wit. Few read- 
ers of that day (1928), Mr. Van Doren 
thought, “noticed the hand of irony within 
the velvet glove.” 


Most readers of today, except the smallish 
circle of “scholars, worldlings, and poets” 
for whom, chiefly, he has always written, 
might also miss the subtle perfection of 
Mr. Cabell’s finest frolics. This “comic 
poet” and “most hu- 
morous mythologist” 
has never written 
“for downright bos- 
oms.” Now, in his 
fiftieth book (pub- 
lished on his seven- 
tieth birthday); he’s 
up to his-old tricks 
again. 
Any reader capable 
of cracking a smile 
at antic imagination 
should be beguiled by 
“Thee Devil’s Own 
Son,” in which Mr. 
James Branch Cabell Cabell, though a bit 

creaky from his 
years, makes sport of the formidable trin- 
ity of common-sense, piety, and death. He 
tells the story of Diego de Arredondo Dodd, 
estimable tourist-home operator in St. 
Augustine, Florida (where Mr. Cabell him- 
self has seemingly found a real Fountain 
of Youth). 


Diego, though a vestryman with “an ad- 
diction to common-sense” and self-righteous 
loquacity, possesses a rather robust past 
(three murders, two check forgeries, 28 
seductions). Quite appropriately, he learns 
that he is the son of Red Samael the Se- 
ducer, Hell’s high man in the lists of love. 
Diego Goes Below to consult his diabolic 
parent about certain favors, and... 


But to synopsize further would be to 
deny the reader the fun of Mr. Cabell’s 
charming blend of romance and satire, in 
which irreverence pummels the weaknesses 
of our time while high-lighting a narrative 
that is intrinsically deft and delightful. 
Light stuff, of course, but in the hands of 
Mr. Cabell, as entertaining as Ariel or 
Prospero. It would seem ungracious not to 
wish Mr. Cabell seventy more years and 
fifty more volumes of such incisive and 
indecorous pleasures.

To anybody except a Commu- 
nist it is, of course, a foregone 
conclusion that the peoples of the 
Balkans, shut off from the rest 
of the world by the Russian-drawn 
Iron Curtain, should hate and fear 
the Soviets, but anti-Communists 
of those ill-fated lands today have 
a new fear. This is the fear that 
the western world will lose its 
battle of the air-waves. 

Balkan refugees tell of the en- 
tire lack of co-ordination in the 
news eight western and western- 
oriented countries are sending over 
the top of the Kremlin curtain. 
The United States, Britain, France, 
Spain, Turkey, Greece, Italy and 
the Vatican broadcast daily—for 
three and a quarter hours—but 
frequently two or three stations 
dispense exactly the same news. 
Usually this thrice-received news 
is completely uninteresting to the 
listeners. Then, too, news already 
given out either through local Bal- 
kan posts or by the Kremlin is 
repeated by the western radios, 
thus giving credence to reports 
which had been previously dis- 
counted as pure Communist propa- 


ganda. 

I am told that the people of the 
Russian -blacked-out areas are 
amazed at the lack of understand- 


ing shown western broadcasters. 
At one time, BBG—because of 
its reputation for accuracy and 
fair comment—and the French Ra- 
dioiffusion Nationale—because of 
the long existent cultural relations 
between France and Romania, 
Hungary and Bulgaria—were two 
of the most popular short-wave 
broadcasts among Balkanites, but 
even these broadcasts show a ten- 
dency to trim news, leaving bare 
facts sométimes unclear through 
lack of explanation. 
B.B.C. Made Bad Break. 

For example, the B.B.C. made 
a bad break the time it broadcast 
an assurance by the Yugoslav 
Government that all Romanian 
refugees crossing the border 
would be welcome. The news 
was immediately whispered 
around and taken as a British 
suggestion to Romanians as to 
how to get away from Romania. 
But when Romanians followed 
the supposed suggestion, they 
were met with Yugoslav gunfire, 
and when arrested inside Yugo- 
slavia were put to work in iron 
or copper mines. A Romanian 
here estimates some 1800 of his 
fellow countrymen are working 
there right now. 

As for the French broadcasts, 
they are hardly ever listened to 
any more. The general criticism 
is that they give too much 
straight news of purely French 
importance. One 20-minute pro- 
gram, for example, is devoted

William A. Julian, aged Treasurer 
Of the United States, was killed 
Sunday in an automobile acci- 


dent as he drove to a country club 


to play a round of golf. 


Julian had served in his Treas- 


ury post for 16 years. During 
that time he had issued 87 billion 
dollars worth of currency. His sig- 
nature appears on United States 
paper money, opposite that of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

Various records gave his age at 
from 78 to 87; friends said the lat- 
ter was probably most nearly cor- 
rect. Julian himself never dis- 
cussed his age. 

He was killed in a collision with 
another automobile in nearby 
Bethesda, Md. The two men in 
the other car were only slightly 
hurt. 

Julian was appointed Treasurer 
by Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1933. 
The position is held at the pleas- 
ute of the President, with no 
fixed expiration date. 

The Treasurer, not to be con- 
fused with the Cabinet post of 
Secretary of the Treasury, has the 
job of receiving and disbursing 
public money, issuing and redeem- 

paper currency and coin, etc.

Julian was born on a farm near 
Frankfort, Ky. His early jobs 
were as a bank clerk and shoe 
salesman.

WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP)— 
The United States Court of Ap- 
peals today ruled that a strike of 
Boeing Aircraft Co. employes at 
Seattle last year was illegal. It 
threw out the machinists’ Lodge 
751 as bargaining agent for the 


firm’s 14,500 workers there. 
The action overruled a National 
Labor Relations Board order that 
the walkout was conducted under 
provisions of the Taft-Hartley Act 
and that the union is the legal 
collective bargaining agent for 
Boeing workers. 
The group involved is the Aero- 
nautical Industrial District Lodge, 
a branch of the International As- 
sociation of Machinists. 
Unanimous Decision. 
The three-judge appeals court 
held unanimously that the union 
acted unlawfully in not giving 
Boeing sufficient notice of intent 
to strike. The court asserted also 
the: walkout, which occurred April 
25, 1948, was in violation of a 
then-effective contract between 
the union and company. 
In presenting its case, the union 
contended that its 24-hour notice 
to strike was legal notification 
that its contract with the company 
mo longer existed. It declared 
further that the walkout resulted 
from stalled negotiations over a 
new agreement to replace one 
which had expired. 
Differences between Boeing and 
the union which led to the strike 
since have been settled. Until to- 
day the lodge had served as repre- 
sentative of Boeing employes. 
: Court’s Decision. 
The court decision gave no ef- 
fective date of its order but 
stated: “We are of the view that 
the union violated both Section 
8 (D) (the notification of intent to 
strike provision) of the National 
Labor Relations Act, as amended, 
and the no-strike clause of its 
own contract, and that it forfeited 
all right to be considered as a 
collective-bargaining agent for the 
employes of the company.” 
The five-month strike by the 
machinists was embittered by the 
efforts of the AFL teamsters, un- 
der direction of West Coast boss 
Dave Beck of Seattle, to obtain 
the bargaining rights for Boeing 
workers. 3 
The AFL executive council 
stepped into the inter-union dis- 
pute, and supported its own union. 
The machinists, a former affiliate, 
had withdrawn from the AFL in 
1946 in a jurisdictional conflict 
with the carpenters. . 
After the strike ended, the bit- 
terness between the machinists 
and Beck’s followers in Seattle 
died down but did not disappear. 
Negotiations are under way to 
bring the machinists back into the 
AFL. 
National officers of the Mar 
chinists reported they are con- 
sidering whether to appeal today’s 
decision to the Supreme Court. If

Federal Cost Estimate. 

Deficits would be made up by 
federal and state governments, 
The maximum cost for the Federal 
Government is estimated at $300,- 
000,000 the first year and about 
$850,000,000 four years later. 

The Truman plan, on the other 
hand, is estimated by its backers 
to cost about six billion a year, To 
provide medical, hospital and 
other services for 120,000,000 
Americans the Administration plan 
calls for payroll taxes and con- 
tributions out of general tax re- 
ceipts. The payroll levies would 
be 3 per cent, split between worker 
and employer, on income up to 
$4800 a year. 

The new Republican substitute 
would. be built around local, volun- 
tary plans something like those in 
which about 35,000,000 persons al- 
ready are enrolled—plans like 
those of’ the Blue Cross, unions, 
co-operatives. 

But the backers say they would 
get away from the disadvantage of 
flat-rate premiums that put pres- 
ent plans out of the reach of mil- 
lions. 

“This legislation,” they said in 
a statement, “contemplates hun- 
dreds of such non-profit voluntary 
plans, each locally organized and 
operated. It will use existing plans, 
enable them to expand, and open 
the way for new plans through- 
out the country.” 

State Health Councils. 


Each state would have to pass 
a law authorizing its participation, 
A state health council would di- 
vide the state into resions under 
local control. 

The regional authorities would 
figure out the normal cost of a 
“vardstick” program covering 
such things as doctor services in 
homes and offices, preventive 
medical care and hospitalization. 
Any plan operatfig in the region 
and providing yardstick benefits 
would get from the state, with 
federal help, the difference be- 
tween the payments by subscrib- 
ers and the estimated cost. - 

A local plan could cover more 
or less tr n the yardstick. In that 
event, subscribers would pay more 
or less than 3 per cent of incomes 
up to $5000. 

The state council would have to 
approve the maximum coverage 
any plan could provide. This would

Dr. Hawley, formerly chief 
medical director for the Veterans 
Administration, was a witness be- 
fore the Senate Labor and Public 
Welfare subcommittee which is 
holding hearings on health insur- 
ance. He was critical of “glib 
statements” he said were being 
offered in support of the Truman 
proposal, He urged appointment 
of a fact-finding body to study

To “Cut Your Nose to Spite Your 
Face.” 


N his famous “Dictionary of the 
| vuigar Tongue,” published in 

1796, Grose defined this saying, 
“Cut your nose to spite your face,” 
thus: “ ‘He cut off his nose to be 
reven of his face.’ Said of one 
who, to be revenged of his neigh- 
bor, has materially injured him- 
self.” 

With that delightful 18th cen- 
tury touch, the lexicographer pre- 
sented an old-time version of what 
one more or less naturally regards 
as a typically modern-slang expres- 
sion. However, Grose did not in- 
vent the metaphor. He was, in fact, 
borrowing from classical antiquity. 

It was Publilius Syrus, the Latin 
epigrammatist and compiler, whose 
work dates around 43 B.C., who 
gave the first mention to the ex- 
pression with this listing in his 
celebrated “Sententiae”: “To cut 
off one’s nose to spite one’s face.” 

Royal sanction was apparently 
given to the expression, for the 
following appears in Tallemant 
Des Reaux, “Historiettes,” dating 
about 1657: “Henry IV understood 
well that to destroy Paris was, as 
he said, to cut off his nose to 
spite his face.”
